4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress: This research utilizes a guinea 
pig model to study inflammatory bowel disease. The study is designed to investigate the 
changes that occur in the neuronal circuitry of the colon during inflammation. Over a million 
people in the U.S. suffer from debiiitating inflammatory bowel disease and many more are 
affected by inflammatory bowel syndrome. 

The guinea pigs are anesthetized for the initial procedure, which is designed to produce 
inflammation in the lower bowel by infusing 0.5 ml of the chemical agent trinitrobenzene 
sulphonic acid (TNBS) into the lumen of the guinea pig's colon by enema. Following 
recovery from anesthesia, animals are observed twice dally for five days followed by once 
daily for an additional five days. Although no analgesia is given, in most cases, the animals 
do not exhibit any outward signs of pain or distress: they do not vocalize on abdominal 
palpation; they move about their cages normally; and they maintain normal grooming 
activity. They are weighed daily post-infusion until they have gained weight three days in a 
row. Any guinea pig losing >20% of body weight in a three-day period post-infusion is 
painlessly euthanized. With the described procedures, the guinea pigs typically develop mild 
inflammatory bowel disease, then recover and resume weight gains within three to five 
days. The animals are painlessly euthanized over the next 3-56 days.

State methods used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere 
with test results. The analgesic agent buprenorphine and other opiates decrease 
intestinal motility which may result in increased TNBS residence time in the colon. This 
potentially alters the inflammatory response and hence the scientific findings of the study. 
Similarly, the post-procedural use of non-steroidal anti-inflammatory agents in this study is 
likely to affect the inflammatory disease itself and invalidate the scientific findings.

4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress: 

This study is surveying small mammal populations in order to determine the impact of declining 
numbers of Eastern Hemlock on the forest ecosystem. Live trapping is used to capture and 
survey small mammals in the area of interest. Live-capture (Sherman) boxtraps are baited with 
sunflower seeds and set in the late evening. A small amount of cotton wool is placed in the trap 
to provide insulation for the captured animals. In order to minimized time spent in the traps, 
the investigator checks them in the pre-dawn hours. All animals which are trapped are weighed 
and their species and gender recorded. Shrews constitute a relatively small proportion of the 
animals caught in these traps, but because of shrews' high metabolic rate and insectivorous 
habit, they do not eat the bait and may starve to death in the period of time that they spend in 
the trap. The great majority of other small mammals will survive the trapping process with no 
untoward effects but, even using the best practices described above, it is not possible to assure 
that deaths will never occur.

State methods used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with 
test results. As stated above, the traps are supplied with bait, but the insectivorous shrews 
do not consume it. Because of their high metabolic rate, a 6 - 8-hour fast places the animal in 
danger of starvation. A shorter trap-checking interval would interfere with the capture rate of 
other animals, and providing live insects as bait would actually attract shrews and possibly 
result in higher mortality. These animals are abundant in the forest and are not listed as a 
Species of Concern in the lUCN Red List.
